greatest achievements. Tt originally rose to the height of 
24 ft. In 1764 it was seriously damaged by lightning, and 


it became requisite to take down 85 ft. of the spire. Sir 
William Staines, who conducted the repairs, reduced the 
elevation of thé spire by 8 rt., so that the total height of the 
steeple is now 226 ft. But even in this lowered state it is still 
the most lat of all Wren's steeples (the towering pile of 
St. Paul's Cathedral, of course, excepted), being 4ft. Зт. 
higher than its rival, that of 8t. Mary-le-Bow. 
of the tower to the top of the parapet is 120 ft., and thence 
the spire rises in four octagonal storeys, of which the two 
lower are Tuscan, the third Ionic, and the fourth composite, 
culminating in an obelisk and vane. 
parapet surmounting the tower, and at the base of the 
obelisk, vases are introduced to soften the transitions; 
and the effect of the spire as it tapers to the summit, after 
the manner of a pyramid, is exceedingly graceful. The

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to this order have come over from Havre and St. Malo 
and are being installed in Appu!durcombe Park House, a 
uare grey building that lies in a nest of trees on the slope 
Appuldureombe Downs. It is an ideal spot for the 
settlement of n contemplative community. Within hear- 
ing of the sea, but not within sight of it, the new monastery 
stands in the heart of a green loneliness of pasture-lind 
It is curious that Appuldurcombe Park House, recently a 
School, was the site of another Benedictine monastery far j 
back in the Middle Ages. The house was formeily the old 
family mansion of the Earls of Yarborough.

For 
those on board the competing yachts, the occasion 
must have been one of intense excitement, probably 
discounting to some extent absolute enjoyment. The 
wind remained — true throughout the race, 
though it fell occasionally. From Sandy Hook outward 
Shamrock held the advantage most of the way to the mark, 
which she turned at 1 hour 25 min. 12 sec., against 
Columbia's 1 hour 25 min, 53 sec. ‘To win she would have 
to keep this form in the run home, as there was the time 
allowance of 43 sec. to the Columbia to be reckoned with. 
Homeward, the race almost direct'y went slightly in favour 
of Columbia, though the yachts kept such close company 
for the greater part of the distance as to make it a mutter 
of doubt as to which would ultimately sueceed. With the 
wind dropping Columbia guined on advantage, but the race 
rcs to be very close, and in the last half-hour it 
seemed quite an open question as to which would cross the 
line first. ‘This was eventually done by Columbia in 
4 hours 3! min. 7 sec. against Shamrock's 4 hours 31 min. 
{4 sec. The American yacht thus won by 87 see. оп 
actual sailing, and 80 sec. with time allowance included. 
When the Shamrock reached her moorings the crew sent up 
а lovd cheer for the Americans, and Colwmbia's crew 
heartily returned the compliment. Ca I Sycamore, who 
commands the Shamrock, belongs to Brightlingsea, where 
most of the crew hail from. Captain Barr is a Scotsman, 
‘losely associated with the Clyde. Both displayed great 
skill in the handling of their yachts on Saturday.

Scientific Changeling. 
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T does not particularly matter to what 

| University, college, or scientific institution 

Professor Tovey belonged ; that has nothing 

to do with this story. Suffice that he was 

a genuine Professor, and a very learned man at 

that ; and not a mere exponent of the noble art 

of self-defence, or a teacher of natation—beth of 

| which useful arts claim professorships by the 

score. So learned a man was Professor Tovey 

| that he was spoken of with bated breath in the 

| highest circles of learning, and had collected

time over. 

But, alas !. All his honour could avail him but 
little at the moment when this story begins; for 
Professor Tovey was dying.
